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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
September 30, 1981 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

“Unspectacular” describes September’s general revenue receipts, which 
managed only a 1.2 percent increase over receipts for September last year. 

Looking at the first quarter of fiscal year 1982, revenues are running 
almost 8 percent ahead of the same point last fiscal year. 

There are reasons for September’s poor showing. Specifically, one culprit 
is less long-term investment opportunity. Missouri’s cash flow has been 
tight for more than a year. The state simply no longer has the capacity to 
place as much money in long-term bank deposits, as in years past. 

So less interest is earned because of diminished investment potential. 
And this condition is magnified in September, because much of the state’s 
time deposit portfolio is scheduled to mature in September to make the state 
school payment. For example, less money to invest in long-term time 
deposits cost the state nearly $8 million interest in September alone, com- 
pared to last September. Adding $8 million to last month’s $163.4 million 
general revenue total would have meant more than six percent growth 
over last September, rather than 1.2 percent. 

Among traditional major general revenue indicators, individual income 
tax and sales tax collections both climbed 7.7 percent over September a year 
ago. Motor vehicle sales tax collections jumped 16.1 percent last month 
over September, 1980. Even corporate income tax receipts scored a slight re- 
bound, falling only 1.4 percent short of receipts collected last September — 
an improvement over July and August deficits. 

September's general revenue picture points to the value of state invest- 
ment. Even though major indicators recorded fair growth, tight cash flow 
and the resulting loss of investment interest stunted overall general 
revenue. 

Looking ahead, don’t expect radical changes in the cumulative numbers, 
either up or down, because October traditionally ranks second lowest 
among months in general revenue totals.
